FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



(Continued from last week) 
Misunderstanding A corollary of Mark’s 
theme of Jesus’ enigmatic identity is the 
failure of all the key people in the gospel to 
understand who Jesus is. The religious 
authorities, versed in Scripture, should have 
recognized, him; instead, they think he is 
Beelzebul (3:22). His family, who knew him 
personally, thinks he is out of his mind (3:21). 
His neighbors, who grew up with him and his 
family, are completely baffled about him (6:1- 
3). His disciples, personally instructed by 
him, consistently fail to understand both his 
teaching and his identity. Their lack of 
understanding is described bluntly in a 
number of passages (e.g. 4:13; 6:52; 7:18; 
8:17, 21; 9:32). Moreover, after each of 
Jesus’ three prophecies in which he describes 
in some detail his approaching suffering and 
death (8:31; 9:31; 10:33-34), the disciples not 
only fail to understand what he is telling them 
(8:32-33; 9:32-34; 10:35-37), they fail, too, to 
grasp the implications of Jesus’ passion for 
their following him. Consequently, Jesus 
must tell them explicitly that “If any want to 
become my followers, let them deny 
themselves and take up their cross and follow 
me” (8:34), that they must become servants 
even to insignificant little children (9:37), and 


indeed servants of all (10:43-45). The theme 
of misunderstanding is evident even in the 
original ending of Mark’s gospel (16:1-8) 
which shows the women at the tomb fleeing 
in fear and keeping silent. Apparently 
Mark’s point is that even the proclamation of 
the resurrection isn’t enough: to understand 
Jesus, one must take up the way of the cross 
and follow in Jesus’ footsteps. The outcome 
awaiting those who follow Jesus is 
dramatized by the story of John the Baptist. 
In a carefully constructed passage Mark 
shows Jesus sending his disciples out on 
mission (6:6-13); he then reports the brutal 
beheading of John by Herod (16:14-29), and 
finally narrates the return of the disciples 
from their mission (6:30-33). At the center 
of a story about discipleship and mission, 
Mark reports a martyr’s death. The point 
cannot be lost on disciples. To miss this is to 
misunderstand Jesus, discipleship, and 
mission.
